Thirty Promiaoiit Cilizciis of 
Edgefield, S. C, on Trial 
for Lynching'. 

CiiAiiLiiSToN, S. C, March .4 — At the 
present term of the court in session at 
Edgefield thirty of the leading citizens of 
the county will be tried for cho murder of 
A. T. Culbreath on the 22d uf last Sep- 
tember. Among the accused ii a son of 
the murdered man, a state senator and a 
member of the house of representatives. 
Senator M. C. Butlor, the leading counsel 
for the defence, is assisted by Lieutenant- 
Governor Shepperd. Tho state attorney- 
general will conduct tho prosecution. The 
utmost the state hopes for is a mis-trial 
and ai tubtequeat i^iange of venuei 

The murdered man belonged to one of 
the wealthiest families of Edgefield. He 
separated from his wife, the only' daugh- 
ter of tho lato Col, Win. F. Tresoott. 
She lived with her children on her own 
plantation and for aovoral years a hand- 
some young farmer, William Hammond, 
lived at her bouse and managod her 
affairs, but he returned to his own farm 
wheii her oldest son was old enougii to 
take hia place. Culbreath was jealous of 
him, accused him of oriminal intimacy 
with Mrs Culbreath and threatened his 
life. Mutual friends interfered and Ham- 
mond promised to call on the lady no more, 
but broko this pledge one night at tho 
solicitation of one of Mrs. Culbreath's 
sons, and that night was shot from an 
ambush near the house and killed. 

Culbreath was arrested aa the murderer, 
and while ho was in his lawyer's office 
arranging for hia trial a masked mob sur- 
rounded the (diice. The leaders presented 
pistols lit tho lawyers' heads and demand- 
ed tho accused. He had been h!ddi3ii,anu 
the reply was made that ho was not there. 
Tho mob began to search, and Culbreath 
was found hidden under a table in a back 
room and killed by several volleys, despite 
his protestations of innocence and fran- 
tic appeals for time to pray.

"HAVE AND REVENGE." 

It is plain that much unoaaiiinss ia felt 
ill political 4siro1ea at tUe east respaoting 
the outcomo of the vote on the Riel mat- 
ter ill tho hoiiao of coniinoiia. Leading; 
men on biitli aides do nut hcaitiite to any 
that tliuy aru uiiuble as yet to "place" a 
suHlcieiit iiuiubor of tlio French membora 
to count mtli any certainty on tho result. 
Tho liberals atfect to believe that when 
the matter oomea to a vote the ministry 
will go down and that there will then be 
uu appeal to the country; but the tone of 
their oryiuis ia doubtful and haltiiit; and 
devoid of that "bounce" for which tiie 
party have become notorious. Tiio JIuil, 
111 a recent iaano, read Mr. Blake a severe 
lecture, from n-hich we make.'the follow- 
ing extract: 

"It is unfortunate for Mr. Blake that 
his moral ciuiruLje usually fails liim in an 
emortjoiicy nf this kind. .\t a poliLical 
picnic no man can string together au 
many beautiful sentences regarding the 
neceaaity fur the employment of conacieiice 
in politics; yot no man ia so prune to 
make an nnccuulitional surroiider to the 
forces of ovil uii a critical occasion. Had 
the liKiiiirablo ^'entlcnuui poaseasod tlmt 
sturdy (leteroiinatiDn to abide by tlie 
right which he ia always commending as 
a shield and a buckler, ho would not have 
hesitated on hia return from England last 
fall to rebiiku the wicked agitation then 
in proyre.s.s in (^ lobuc, and to decliire 
himself luiLMiui vocally in favor of law 
and order, lli.n besetting weakness, how- 
ever, led lull, tu shirk the quoatiun in a 
speech full of a rather clumsy casuistry; 
and now that ho ia being besought by the 
machine politicians to abandon the path 
of honor and glorify Riel as the victim of 
tory nialij^nity, hia beat friends are afraid 
that he will fall. It may bo that Mr. 
Blake rt'sards the new French allianc-i as 
his only chancy. He has been leading 
the party for live or six years to nothing 
but uninterrupted defeat, and may be in- 
clined to clutch at the Riel platform as a 
drowning man at n straw. But would it 
not bn beticr for him to sink with honor, 
aa poor IVlr. Mackeii/.io did in 187S, 
than to seek shelter on a pirate 
craft at the head of a pirate crew ( No 
one knows so well aa Mm Blake the tran- 
Bcendeut danger to this community of the 
Race and llevonge nnvenient. The de- 
atriictioii of tho government upon any 
ordinary pulitical ianiie would he a matter 
of coinparatively alight consequence. Ad- 
ministrations come and go, and the conn 
try rnniaina uninjured. But if the cab 
inet should be uvortliro,vn at the iifs'tanco 
of tho French coalition, upon the ground 
that it did wroni; in upholdiii!; the find- 
ing of the court and jury in Riol's case, 
it is patent that hencoforth the French 
will be the masters of tho Dominion, and 
that justice can only be administered sub- 
ject to their decrees. Such a tyranny 
would not be tolerated long, but Mr. 
Blake is well a ware that in the procesa of 
deatroying it and of thruatini; the Que- 
bec minority back into its proper place, 
t'le fi undations of confederation would 
probably bo shaken, and our future as a 
united people put in serious peril. We 
say nothing of the moral aspect of the 
quoatinn. Mr. HIake's better aelf v>ill 
toll him that it uould bo 1115 lif;hl matter 
for a man in his commanding position to 
toaoh, with the Montreal Post and tim 
Rouge philosophers, that murder and re- 
bellion against constituted authority iano 
riime. All we ask is that, before suc- 
cumbing to the tempter, he should con- 
sider, aa a native-burn Cimadian who 
professes to luivo some faith in the star of 
his country, the enormou.i danger to 
which she would bo exposed in tho event 
of the auccess of this nefarious pfot for 
securing oAico by setting one race above 
the other. 

FA 11; TRADE. 

The Victoria Times is o[)p<iaod to fair 
trade. That ought to nhelve the propo- 
sition for aye. According to our oontem 
purary Kiigliahnioii should be uonteiit to 
cuntinue aa tln-y are dnioL; upeniiig tlieir 
niarketa to the products of foreign woik- 
ahopa and alluwiny their own ijoods to be 
shut out by furoign inaikiits while their 
people starve for food and oniploynioiit. 
We ore not disposed to undervalue tho 
importance of our young contemporary's 
opinion on this .tuhject; but it inuat be 
remarked that when he cites the Toronto 
and Aniorioan car riots aa ovidunce that 
protection ia ruining Canada and the 
United Stateo, he ia either very much at 
sea or ia wilfully diaposed. Tho London 
riots were caused by the dire dia- 
tresa of the atarvinU penple who, 
although willing to work, uro denied 
tho pnvileLje becun.Ho state.sin',-.ii uf 
the tihidKtnno and Bright school cling 
to the pernicious syaleni of free trade 
which ia rapidly impoverishing tho nation. 
How can Great Britain bo prosperous 
nhen its manufacturers aro unable to 
compete in Aim<! markets with maniifuc- 
turors from abroad 1 And who but so im- 
portant a personage aa tho Victoria Tiniea 
would venture to say that under such uir 
cumstances a protective tariff is not the 
one thing necoasary to provide employ- 
ment and bread for the multitude of per- 
Bona who are now atarving in the British 
ialea/ The .Vnierican and Tortjuto riots 
have grown out i.f entirely dilt'erent cun- 
ditions. There is no lack of broad or work 
in either country ; but th.a men have struck 
againsl long hours and aniall pay, imposed 
by avaricious and grasping nionopoliats 
who are intent only upon oariiiiig largo 
tiividenda. The <;u()d etfeots of the na- 
tional policy ia felt every day in Canada, 
where the ninnufactuier.-i fliiuri.i!! and 
where Bve artisana are employed whore 
one was employed under the free trade 
'policy. Free trade, unless', reciprocal, is 
a mistake. If all tho countries with 
which Canada and Great Britain have 
dealings were to throw open their porta to 
Canadian and English goods, that would 
bo fair trade; but to say that England 
shall continue to admit foreign goods free 
while her own goods are met by a pro- 
-itective tarili' ia a spccica of madnesa that 
should entitle the poraon entertaining 
jsuch views to a free ticket, foe Now; Vyeat- 
minater.

A glance at the detailed list of Britiah 
Columbia exhibits for the coming Colo- 
nial and Indian exhibition will show that, 
though it could have been more complete, 
it will give a fairly representative idea, of 
the resources of this province. While 
exhibits uf cereals and farm produce and 
timber and limber products have received 
the moat numerous contributions, curiosi- 



ties of our native Indian workmanship 
and relics have not been forgotten. P^r- 
hapa the moat important, and perfect, in 
its tout ensemble, of the e.xhibita ia a col- 
lection of Mesara. Oppenhoimer of speci- 
mens of all deacriptions of minerals 
found in Britiah Columbia, with full de- 
scriptive catalogue, and this cabinet will 
occupy, it ia hoped, a prominent place in 
the apace to be allotted to the exhibits of 
this province.' Tho wealth of this coun- 
try in precious orea ia practically inox- 
hauatible, and they will readily yield 
rich roturna if only developed. The coir 
struction of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
while not only affording greater facility of 
access to tho interior of tho province, has 
alao acted aa a great advertiaement to thia 
province, and ia already causing the eyes 
of many to turn towards a country which 
lias previously been to them aa little 
known aa tho "Dark Continent" so graph- 
ically described by Stanley. The object 
of the exhibition ia to ditluse as much 
knowledge aa possible of Britiah India 
and Britain's colonies with a view to an 
intelligent direction of emigration and 
capital. That thia will to an appreciable ei- 
tent bo tho caao aa relates to this province 
there ia hardly room t-j donbt, and it ia 
with a conaoiouBnosa of this that we an- 
nounce the departure of our exhibita with 
a feeling of hopefulness and satisfaction.

SOUTHERN STATES. 
Nkw Oiu.KA.ss, March 12. — At 7:^50 a. 
m. to day, when the jail-koopor went to 
call Kord and Muriihy, who wore to hang 
to-day for the murder of Captain Mur- 
|)hy, committed December 14, 1884:, he 
omld uot rouse them. Physicians- were 
hastily called and pronounced the men 
under the inlliienco of belladonna. Every 
ellurt waa made to restore them tu con- 
3ciousnt;a3, and at 10 o'clock Kurd had 
ralliud a little, but jSlurphy still reinaina 
unconscious, The crime for which Ford 
and iMurphy were to bo hanged ia without 
a parallel in history. '£he ' high position 
of the accused, and those associated with 
them; tho boldneaa and audacity of the 
crime itaelf, and the political and finan- 
cial intliience broui^ht to bear to defeat 
justice, made tho trial a duel betweon tho 
alate and the defendants. A central fig- 
ure in tho tragedy waa .ludgo Thomas 
Ford, late recorder of the city of New 
Orleans, and now serving a twenty ye.ar.s' 
aontence in the ponitentiary fur tiie part 
ho played in the murder. Ford, the con- 
demned man, ia a brother of the jtidt^e, 
and Murphy waa an oflicer of Judge Ford's 
court. Tho trial showed that Judge Ford 
and his brotliur and tivu ollicura of his 
court were implicated in the murder. The 
governor telegraphed to hang Ford and 
Murphy, and they were hanged at 1 
o'cluck this afternoon, whilo still in- 
sjnaible. 

Nkw Oiu.k.kns, March 12.— At 12:10 
o'clock SherilV Butler, accompanied by 
.several aubordinate oiticials, proceeded to 
the cell of the condemned where the bodies 
of the doomed men still lay apparently life- 
less and under physician's care. Thoy were 
carefully lifted from their recumbent posi- 
tions and borne in the arms of the agitati'd 
deputies to the scatlold. Amid profound 
silence the ghastly bodies were carried up 
the sleiis to the i)huik of the horrible plat- 
form and held in erect positions while tho 
fatal nuoses were drawn over and around 
their necks. No si^'n of life was observed 
in either of the men. When tho last sad 
rites had been performed aud when the trap 
was spruug by an un,seeu baud and the 
bodies were lauuch<'<l into I'toniily a hush 
fell upon tho littlo yrtmp ot unwilling spec- 
tutoru.

An eftbrt is 
licinu iniulr, with what is ajjiiareutly a fair 
prospect of sneeess, lo invalidate Bell's 
patents, oin- uf thr ■•liicf grounds being that 
lie was not tlir uivciihu-, there being other 
tid.-phoiii.-. 1 11 praet ii'al use before his, aud 
tliL-ri'fure if utlier claimants am to bo barred 
from tlui piuti'etioii and the (Uionuous 
royalties wbiidi the pussiissiou of a patent 
insuri's. I'.ell ci.Ttainly is not entitled to a 
inuno|j()ly of the aeoruing benefits. 

Till! lati'st ehanipiuii in the field is Pro- 
fesHuf llidl. sr.. fatlu.a- of the inventor. It 
a|)]ii':us that lU'. I.awsoii Tait, of Birming- 
liiiio, I'ji^'liiiid, very broadly intimated in a 
imblishuc! roniniuiiicatioii that Boll, sr., waa 
"ouo of the freipienters" of a shop in Ediu- 
hurg where Keis' tolophone was exhibited 
ill Dtccmber, 18(!2,and that "bo might have 
been iiccounjttuied" by his son. Dr. Tait 
further adds that "nothing is more likely 
than that it was through this chain that 
Kiiia' tolephoue was transmitted to 
.America, and there became developed." 

Thia makes the elder Bell very indig- 
nant. Flo declares hia son's work waa not 
auggested or directed by anything that 
lieia had done, and that "as a m^tter of 
fact Reis' telaphone, without modifioation 
in nccordaiico with tho principle discov- 
ered by .Mexander (Irahani Bell (hia son), 
has i)e\er, tu this day, accotiiplislied thu 
transnii.iaiun uf an articniate aentoiice." 

One aide aa^^erta and tho other denies, 
whilo tho Washington authoritiea still 
havu the validity of Bell's patenta under 
consideration. The general public ia 
deeply interoatod in what thia decieion 
may be, fur if the patents are aot aaido 
what ia iiuw beyond the comfortable reach 
uf the ma.s.ses will be accessible to nearly 
all. ll 11 represented that dozens of tole- 
plioiu) cuiiipanied will at oiico appear in 
tho market, and tolophonoa will not only 
he sold outri),dit — wlii'jh ia not tho caae 
now, all beiii!^ owned by the ainglo con- 
trijlliiii,' curpuralion — but that the rental 
will be a bagatelle compared with tho 
present high ratoa, both of which aro 
important factors in the use of thia necea- 
eary instrument.

The clause ex- 
empting workmen's wage.s from uttachuieut 
reijuirod nuileriid umendriieiit — otic liein^ to 
detlne exactly who wure inteiKiud to bi- eiii- 
braceil in tho term workuieii. Tlicro liiid 
been a goo'.l deai — in fiiut most of the 
legislation iu this ruspiMtt had been in favor 
of thu debtor, and lie thought that now a 
similar oonsideration should be exteuded 
towardB the creditor.

.Mr. T. Davie' was williuj; thut the sum \ 
rccovoriible iu this direction should be j 
Hunted to tho amount of the monthly wa^'o 
of the debtor. With rei.;iird to the possibil-

It was well known that 
taxes upon certain'unimproved lands in 
the district had been in amount far below 
a fair proportion of tho land value and 
below the taxes paid upon similar adja- 
cent land Tho bringing down of tho re- 
turns should prncede and perhaps would 
obviate the necessity of the eommitteo 
sitting. 

Mr. John thought it rathor late in tho 
day to bring forward the matter of in- 
creasing tho asaes.iinent of wiUl lands. lie 
should not, however, oppose the motion.

Great oxciteinkit prevails 
throughout the Argentine Republic, and 
numeroua expeditions are 'fitting out for

The Argentine Republic has extended 
its domini}n over Patagonia east of the 
Andes, including the now gdd iield.

Late in the morn- 
ing a car manned with a force of police- 
men left the stables and started out over 
Front street. A mob .immediately ap- 
peared and adopted obstructive tactics, 
aud before the car had proceeded very 
many blocks it was completely blocked 
by coal carts, express wagons, etc. The 
police wore powerless in their attempt to 
get tho car through, Thb abandoned ca^ 
was then turned toward tho stables where 
tho mob attacked and completely wreck- 
ed it. 

TouoNTo, March l'2.—'2 p. in. — At 
noon another car was started out of tho 
stables, but had not proceeded far along 
Front street ore it was seized by tho mob. 
The rioters pulled the conductor and dri- 
ver off the car and sevorely injured them 
before they could be rescued by the pol- 
ice. A squad of mounted police came on 
the scene aa tho car approached Jarvis 
street and charged tho mob, using their 
batona very freely. Several of the mob 
were struck by atones and injured; while 
a policeman was knocked off' his horse, 
but not severely hurt. Two arrests were 
made, and in spite of efforts that wero 
made to rescue them tho prisoners wore 
taken to tho atatiou. Soon afterwards an- 
other car was started. Tho police wero 
reinforced and a strong detachment locat- 
ed along the route. Tho mob repeatedly 
charged and attempted to disable tho car, 
but tho police suoeeeded in getting the 
car through. Batons wero again freely 
used and with good efTect. The ringlead- 
ers wero arrested. At tho present timo 
but few cars are running on Queen a' d 
Yongo streets, Each car ia manned by half 
it dozen policemen. Tho police mag's rate 
has instructed the chief of police to call 
out tho militia if necessary to maintain 
order; but the chief thinks the force ho 
has at his command is sutiiciont to en- 
force the laws.

" It is a fact," said the barber, "that a 
hotter itloa of oharaoter Is oftetitlrae 
cxprossetl by the beard than by tho eoun- 
tonanoft.

"Did you ovornotico tliat people Of 
Very violent temper have always uloso- 
RTo'wing liair? It's a fact that every man 
having close-growing hair is tho owner of 
a decidedly 'cad temper. It is easy 
enough for mo to note at a single glance 
how a man's hair grovrg. Tboa I know 
how to han lio him. 

"Tlio eocentrie man has always flno 
hair, and you novor yot saw a luan of 
erratic teiidandes who at the same time 
Lad a sound njlntl that tvos 'OOt roflucjd iu 
his tastes. 

"Fine hair indicates rofincmont. You 
may have noticed that men engaged in 
Intellectual oi' especially in a'sthotic pur- 
suits, where delicacy ia required, liave 
iiivailably tine, luxuriant hair and board. 
TliB same won, as a class, particularly 
painters, are always remarkable for tlieir 
jiersonal poeuliaritios. 

" The brilliant, sprightly follow, who, 
by ti.o way, is almost ahvaj"s siiperficiaf, 
has generally a ourly beard. It' not, his 
hair is curly. It's easy to bring a smile 
to the face of a man whoso luiir is curly. 
He lilughs wli«r« colder natures see 
nothing to laugh at. But that's boeau-to 
his mind Is liiioyunt and not deep enough 
to penetrate to the bottom of things. 

"There is a good deal of <iitTorenco 
between coarse hair and hair tliat Is 
harsh, tliough It requires an e.\pert to 
distinguish it.
